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New Greek Stamp 
Lacks Color Found 
In Others Of Series 


A first glance at the sheets of 
the new Flag Stamp for Greece 
put on sale at Washingion on Oc- 
tober 12th, Columbus Day, brings 
disappointment for this is the 
first of the series that really looks 
like a flop due to the pale blue of 
the Greek flag. which gives the 
entire stamps a lifeless appear- 
ance. 

Hov-ever when one looks the 
sheets ove. and gives them a close 
examination under a glass there 
is something that shows up that 
again brings up a question as to 
the methoc of printing. 

When we were first shown the 
double printed word NORWAY 
on the recent Norway stamp and 
without any trace of doubling in 
the red o° the flag we were 
puzzled as to how such a variety 
could happen and felt that there 
were but two ways in which it 
might comc about. Either by a 
double transfer to the lithographic 
plate of the word Norway which 
wouid 'e transferred to the plate 
separately from the flag or that 
the word Norway would be print- 
ed separately from the flag. This 
latter way is the most improb- 
able. vet when we examined this 
new Greece stamp we were intri- 
gued by the fact that the depth 
of color in the word GREECE is 
much more intense, making it ap- 
pear as a darker blue than that 
in the. flag. thus again the 
thought that the words under the 
flag may have been printed sep- 
arate from the flag. 

Careful examination with a 
strong glass soon dispelled this 
thought for the reason that it can 
be seen that the solids of the flag 
are not solids but appear to be a 
stipple effect which lightens the 
r as a whole in the finished 
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Greek stamps show the 
invert “T”’ register mark at top 
of the sheet only. 

We do not think anyone will 
dispute cur statement: that this 
Greece Flas Stamp is the least 
interesting and attractive of all 
the bright colors that has made 
of the issue thus far. for it lacks 
the previous stamps so attractive. 

Incidentally. there are but four 
more of these stamps to come, 
when the series will be complet- 
ed. The stamp for Yugoslavia is 
next on October 26th, that for 
Albania on November 9th and 
this will be the only flag which 
has an emblem on it, besides the 
bars or stripes of color, On No- 
vember 23, Austria, and the last 
stamp will. be for Denmark on 
December 7th. 

Collectors who send in for all 
of these stamps at one time. for 
first day cover service from 
Washington must carefully mark 
each envelope with number of 
stamps to be placed on envelope 
and with name of the country else 
any mixup may be your own 
fault.

Recently a news item, sent out from Nicaragua, informed the 
world that the double crater of the Ometepec volcano was in violent 
eruption. The American public received the announcement calmly, 
having learned to expect periodic seismic phenomena, physical or 
political, in the couhtries to the southward. But some readers, well- 
informed in the history of the last few decades, may have been re- 
minded of a dramatic episode in the history of the isthmian canal, 
@when the choice between the Ni- 


caragua and Panama routes turn- 
ed on the issue of volcanoes. 
Probably the writer would 
have paid little attention to the 
news item. had he not. a_ few 
days earlier, listened to the story 
in which were so strangely inter- 
twined the manifest jestiny of 
America, voleanie eruptions, and 
a postage stamp. The narrator 
was a dynamic Frechman. who 
unrolled the successive acts of 
the drama of which he was him- 
self an important protagonist. 
Around 1900. Phillipe Bunau- 
Varilla was a well-knowr figure 
in Washington. He was beloved 
by a few for his championship of 


the much lauded Nicaraguan 
route. For the final denouement 
he was in no slight degree re- 
sponsible. 


For three hours I listened to his 
story of that struggle which he, 
almost alone. waged against the 
hostiitv or apathy of the French 
Panama Company. the prejudices 
of the Americans, the attacks of 
those pledged te the Nicaraguan 
scheme, and the chicanery of the 
politicians of Colombia. 

From the beginning he was 
connected with the French enter- 
prise to dig the Panama Canal 
and for four years he held the 
post of chief engineer. 


U. S. Interested 

America’s interest in a canal 
across the isthmus dates from 
1826. he said. and was intensified 
by the Clayton-Bulwei treaty 
with England in 1850. when both 
countries expressed their prefer- 
ence for the route across Nicara- 
gua. At a date almost as_ early 
France had turned her attention 
to the need of a canal connecting 
the two oceans: but. from the 
first, her: engineers had deter- 
mined that Panama afforded the 
better locality for that great en- 
gincering feat. 

The preference of Americans 
became a fixed idea when a com- 
mission. appointed by President 
Grant to investigate and select 
the most available location, unan- 
iinously sanctioned the choice of 
Nicaragua. 

For almost a generation noth- 
ing occurred to change the cur- 
rent of American prejudices. 

When the Spanish-American 
| War and the long voyage of the 
Oregon around South America 
revived interest in the need of 
an interoceanic connection, press 
and political parties alike quickly 
responded the long-fostered 





sentimen by demanding imme- 
|diate construction of the Nicara- 
}gua Canal. 

| Senate Acts Quickly

some of the members of the new 
commission, men of kigh tech- 
nical knowledge, and impressed 
them with his arguments outlining 
what be esteemed to be the greater | 
feasibility of the Panama route. ! 
But the commission. in a urelim- 
inary report issued in November 
1900, gave preference to Nicara-' 
gua. as had its predecessors in} 
1852, 1876, and 1899. 

Meanwhile, ti-e isthmian canal 
commissiun was conducting ne- 
gotiationas with the French Pana- 
ma Company, which through in- 
ertness and shilly-shallying, cre- 
ated an impression of trifling: so 
that, in the final report of 1901, 
the Americans declared against 
Panama, although there was a 
minority report written by an 
eminet engineer, George Morri- 
son, which set forth arguments in 
favor of the more southerly 
route. 

Price Too High 

The stumbling block was the 
hesitancy of the French company 
to fix a reasonable price. Bunau- 
Varilla was forced to carry his 
campaign to France, where, by 
publicity, he wrung from the 
company the required action. 

The offer of the French com- 
pany to sell its right and prop- 
erty for 40 million dollars alter- 
ed the balance somewhat. The 
Isthmian Canal commission an- 
nulled its previous vote and rec- 
ommended the adoption of Pan- 
ama. Senator Spooner immedi- 
ately embodied the recommend- 
ation in a bill for the construc- 
tion of the Panama Canal. pro- 
vided the French rights could be 
bought and a satisfactory treaty 
with Colombia could be made. 

And now we come to a new 
phase. 

Nations like to make their pos- 
tage stamps representative of 
their land. It was this natural 
desire on the part of Nicaragua 
that threw victory to its rival. 


Pointed Out Danger 
From the beginning of the cam- 
paign M. Bunau-Varilla had 


pointed out the danger lurking in 
destructive volcanoes in Nicara- 
gua; but even experts were in- 
clined to be skeptical, while de- 
fenders of the northerly route re- 
garded the argument to be quite, 
as dead as they considered the 
volcanoes. 

But the unexpected happened. 
On May 6, 1902, occurred the 
eruption of Mont Pelee and the 
destruction of the city of St. Pi-

The attention 
of the American public was in- 
stantly arrested. Nicaragua had 
been created by volcanoes and 
many craters were known to be 
still active. As late as 1883 
Mount Ometepec. which domina- 
ted an island in Lake Nicaragua, 


tion. 

On the other hand, im Panama 
there is “within a distance of 180 
miles from the canal, no volcano, 
not even extinct.” 

Here was a powerful reason for 
giving up the idea of a canal at 
Nicaragua, a reason greatly en- 
forced May 14 by another erup- 
tion, that of Mount Momotombo. 
Volcanoes dominated the senate 
debate upon the Spooner bill. 


News Declared False 
While debate was on a cable- 
gram from the president of Nica- 
ragua declared the news about 
the recent eruption was false, and 
the Nicaragua minister asserted 
that Nicaragua had had no vol- 

canic eruptions since 1835. 
The time for the vote was near 
at hand. Bunau-Varilla’s quick 
wit hit upon the very best of ex- 


pedients. Nicaraguo denied vol- 
canoes. Nicaragua must furnish 
the proof. He rushed around to 


the postage stamp. dealers’. in 
Washington and purchased the 
1900 issue of Nicaraguan stamps 
in sufficient number so that each 
of the senators might be sent a 
sample. below which he wrote: 

“An official witness of the vol- 
canic activity of Nicaragua.” 

The picture on the stamp show- 
ed Mount Momotombo in erup- 
tion, the same volcano whose ac- 
tivity had been denied and near 
the base of which the proposed 
canal was to pass. It was explain- 
ed to the senate that March 24, 
1902, the wharf in the foreground 
of the picture was thrown into 
the lake by an earthquake fol- 
lowing the eruption. 

Immediately on seeing the 
stamp Senator Gallinger asked 
whether the senate could in rea- 
son vote to begin “this colossal 
work in a country which had ta- 
ken as its emblem on its postage 
stamp a volcano in eruption.” 
The senate, June 19 1902. passed 
the Spooner bill by a majority of 
eight. By means of the sam? ar- 
gument the opposition in the 
house was overcome, and June 29 
President Roosevelt signed the 
bill. 

As was written at the time, 
“There has probably never been 
a swifter reversal of public opin- 
ion in regard to a question of 
everlasting importance to the na- 
tion and the world.”

The many hundreds of collec- 
tors of Christmas seals are going 
ito have to confine their interests 
| as far as new issues are concerned 
to the many interesting local 
charity, hospital and_ benefit 
seals issued by the local societies 
all over the country. There are 
around fifty different organiza- 
tions that issue seals, usually once 
a year, and one or two of them 
occasionally. They come out along 
in the fall and already two have 
appeared, the Rock County, IIls, 
Child Health league and South- 
western Presbyterian Sanatorium 
at Albuquerque N. M. The latter 
which just arrived is of the 
same design as the two previous 
issues only smaller, the size of the 
ordinery postage stamp.

CONCERNING VARIETIES IN THE FLAG STAMPS 

In the first place let it be said that the remarks made here are 
merely the opinion of the Editor of this publication. Anyone and 
everyone has a perfect right to think or believe otherwise as they 
choose. I am so often asked for advice or opinion that I do not hesi- 
tate to speak my opinion on these stamps and my opinion is backed 
up by nearly fifty years of active interest as a stamp collector, deal- 
er and publisher. Those who are in doubt as to these g® called va- 
rieties are welcome to follow their own ideas while those who care 
for the advice of others are welcome to the suggestions and infor-| 
mation I am able to give. 

We have of course printed quite a bit concerning small specks 
of color, marks or lines across words in the name of the country, 
color scratches or extra lines of color on some of the flags and 
lastly the one and only real worth while variety that we have seen, 
that of the double printing of the word Norway on the stamp bear- 
ing the Norwegian flag. 

We print this material because we know that a lot of collectors 
have a lot of fun looking for these things. The fact that we print 
the matter does not mean that we recognize the varieties mentioned 
as worthy of collecting. It is surprising what a large number of 
collectors there are who are wholly unfamiliar with printing meth- 
ods and thus are apt to classify as a variety some minor printing

defect which is by no means a vairety. As an example of this, several | 
years ago a gentleman in Georgia sent us several beautifully mount- | 
ed album pages, each carefully lettered and calling attention to! 
varieties in the 4c stamps of the Washington Bicentennial series. 
This man had spent many hours of time on preparing these pages) 
and his work showed his great desire and interest in the finer! 
points of stamp collecting, yet the whole lot of material indicated | 
a complete lack of knowledge of printing methods and it was a 
hard job on my part to write the gentlemen a letter and tell him) 
that he really had nothing at all and that his entire time and effort | 
had been wasted for the varieties he was showing were not plate; 
varieties but incidental to the printing and were not constant on | 
the stamps and might show up on one sheet, not show on the next 
several and again come on several sheets one after another. 

The varieties were merely due to inking of the engraved plates 
and were a variety that happens frequently on any engraved stamp. 

The supposed variety was small spots of white of various sizes 
and shapes in the solid brown oval ground which surrounded the 
figure 4 on the stamps. This solid ground is the recess in the plate. 
When the ink is wiped from the plate before printing sometimes 
not enough is left in the recess to cover the paper where it contacts 
and thus a small white spot may show. The next sheet printed may 
have enough ink in the recess and the white spot will not show. 

It is generally believed despite all claims as to secret methods 
that these flag stamps, that is the flags on them are _lithographed. 
My opinion would be that the lithographing is the modern offset 
method. 

This method of lithographing as well as the old orgiinal stone 
method permits of many small defects in the way of color specks, 
scratches and the like. One such spot or mark may appear on a few 
sheets and then eliminate itself, later another spot or mark may 
come in about the same position on the same stamp. These are 
mostly very minute and only stamp collectors would see them. They 
can come from slight defects in the original transfers or from 
scratches and might not be noticed in commercial lithographic work, 
but when the stamp collector gets his glass on these sheets, we see 
things that even the printers would never give a second thought. 

The point I want to make it that the greater part of all of these 
little specks and scratches are not worth the time and effort and 
leastwise any amount of cash for their gathering. It is true that 
one can have a lot of fun and doubtless make up many pages for 
an album or a display that will interest other collectors, but actual 
facts as regard such varieties are that they are endless in number, 
of no great consequence as philatelic varieties and that any con- 
siderable sum of money spent on such pieces will not come back 
in future years for the principal and sole reason that most of these 
varieties are merely printing eccentricities which ordinarily do not 
constitute and are not recognized by students as varieties of interest 
or worth considering. y 

Bear in mind that these remarks are merely my opinion. You can 
do as you please about them but I have seen so many things of this 
nature on which collectors have spent time and money, and which 
are never given a second thought by experienced philatelists.

Few collectors have been able 
to obtain the stamps as_ clerks 
have been ordered to sell them 
only to army officers detailed to 
handle soldiers’ telegrams. Each 
stamp must be affixed and can- 
celed in the clerk’s presence. Af- 
ter the messages are radioed to 
the United States the stamps are 
supposedly destroyed. 

The canned wires are the type 
which were used before the war 
for Christmas, birthday, Father’s 
day, etc., greetings. Soldiers use 
them as the quickest way of com- 
municating with relatives at 
home. Cost is 60c per telegram, 
or 30 frs. in Algerian currency. 
The service is rationed at the rate 
of one message per forty men per 
week. ;

Army Postal Markings 
On Returned Newspaper 
Tell Of Yank’s Death 








A copy of a weekly newspaper, 
the Modesto, Calfi., Tribune, 
which came back to the sender, 
tells ‘ts own tragic story of the 
grimness o1 war. This paper was 
sent regularly to Steve Solano, 
somewhere in Alaska. Three dif- 
ferent marks on the face of the 
wrapper skow the fate he met 
there. 

To begin with, the name on the 
wrapper was marked out with 
red pencil. In the upper right 
corner is a deep purple rubber 
stamp impression reading: “Aug- 
ust 16. 194.. Killed in Action. 
The name of the officer. a second 
Lt., foliows. 

In the lower center is a type- 
written strip of paper, bearing 
the following message: “Killed in 
Action. Return to Sender without 
charge by authority of the Third 
Assistant Postmaster General.” 
This is also signed by an officer. 
They evidently did not have any 
paste in this office. as the strip 
was held in place by a covering 
of strips of transparent tape. 

In the upper right corner is 2a 
slip of paper. 2 inches square, 
pasted down. bearing the follow- 
ing message: “Headquarters Al- 





aska Defense Command, c/o P. M. 
\Seattle. Wash.—Verified—Killed 
in Action—Arthur H. Black, Ma- 
jor A. G. D. Ass’t Adjudant Gen- 
eral.” It also bears a rubber 
stamp imprint. a nand with the 
finger pointing to the return ad- 
dress. Shit makes an interesting 
document of the second World 
war. —Adam Gruenig
